Do you know what the Governor 
c*" Missouri receives for his 
serv­ 
ices ? 
A report now in the hands of the 
printer, complied by George E. Hack­ 
man, State Auditor, 
shows th at be­ 
sides his salary, Gov. Frederick D. 
Gardner received 
in the last 
two 
years of his administration, the fol­ 
lowing sums: 
Contingent expenses, 
$7,300; cur­ 
rent expense account for the upkeep 
of the executive mansion, $16,700; 
for insurance, $300. 
This was 
in 
addition to his salary of $10,000 or 
$5,000 a year. 
The Governor also is entitled to 
all traveling, although Gov. Gardner 
never presented any expense accounts 
of this nature for collection, accord­ 
ing to the auditor. 
Gov. Gardner did not use all of 
the money appropriated either for 
his contingent expenses or for 
that 
Upkeep of the mansion. 
There was 
a balance of $1,535.36 in the form er 
fund and of $4,668.30 in the man­ 
sion fund at the end of the biennial 
period. 
The money appropriated for 
insurance is really lor the insurance 
of the State’s property. 
The contingent fund was expend­ 
ed chiefly 
for telephone and tele­ 
graph 
communications. 
The 
man­ 
sion fund was expended for servant 
wages, gas, light, heat, water, fur­ 
nishings for the mansion, gasoline, 
etc. 
Both Gov. Gardner and Gov. 
Hyde furnished their own motor cars. 
The servants at the mansion include 
a butler, a chauffer, a watchman, a 
chef and maids. 
In addition to this, the mansion 
and the residence of the warden of

results obtained from the sample of 
wheat that was used.

treated exactly alike; the milling op­ 
erations are carefully duplicated and 
the same recipe is used in mixing the 
bread and baking it. 
The volume test is made by placing 
the baked loaf in a vessel of known 
ubical content. 
Flax 
seed, 
which 
finds its way into every crevice and 
does not cling to the loaf, is poured 
in around the loaf until the vessel 
is full.

Uncle Sam has a perfectly equip­ 
ped miniature flour mill and bakery 
in Washington which, 
despite 
its 
grist from all over the world.

mill ami bakery is part of the equip­ 
ment of the Bureau 
of 
Markets, 
Un'ted States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Its principal object is to 
supply information and revision of 
Federal Grain Standards. 
Hundreds of samples 
representing 
variuos grades, conditions ami varie­ 
ties of wheat are sent in to the little 
mill and each of these samples is 
cleaned, scoured, tempered, ground, 
bolted, ami baked in an electric oven. 
After baking, 
the 
specialists 
can 
study the weight, volume, color, and 
texture of the bread and record the i 
results obtained from the sample of 
wheat that was used. 
There is no 
chance for error in 
making 
these 
comparisons as all the samples 
are 
treated exactly alike; the milling op­ 
erations are carefully duplicated and 
the same recipe is used in mixing the 
bread ami.baking it. 
The volume test is made by placing 
the baked loaf in a vessel of known 
cubical content. 
Flax 
seed, 
which 
finds its way into every crevice and 
does not cling to the loaf, is poured 
in around the loaf until the vessel 
is full. 
The quantity of flax seed 
used is then measured, and the dif­ 
ference in volume of the vessel and 
the volume of the flax seed needed to 
fill the crevices between the sides of 
the loaf and the wall of the recept­ 
acle represents the volume of the 
loaf.

pulsations, 
which traverse or disturb the poii- 
tive electrical body of the atmosphere 
above and between two given points 
by communicating it to the negative 
electrical body in the eath below, to 
form the electricalc ircuit. 
"I deem it expedient to use an in­ 
sulated wire or conductor as form­ 
ing a part of the local apparatus, and

‘Mahlon Loomis’ .” 
At odd intervals from early m an­ 
hood until a short time before his 
death in 188G, Dr. Loomis kept 
a 
diary wht?rein he poured out 
his 
thoughts on various subjects. 
The following quotation from his 
liary proves that Dr. Loomis was a 
believer in wireless telegraphy as far 
back as 1858: 
Washington, D. C., February 20. 
1KG4, I got this little book toilay that 
I may collect and put together some 
papers and ideas that I have ha»l for 
a long tijrm* upon the subject of elec­ 
tricity, and 
more particularly 
as 
the element is connected with tele­ 
graphy. 
"I have been for years trying to 
study out a process by which tele­ 
graphic communications may be made 
across the ocean without any wires, 
and also from point to point on the 
earth, dispensing with 
wires. And 
the grand feature which I have hop 
ed would characterize the plan is 
that the electricity (or electro-mag­ 
netism—the element or power uses!) 
would be drawn from the atm os­ 
phere, and not produced by artificial 
or mechanical means. 
To use that 
which nature seems to have already 
produced and 
keeps 
constantly 
on 
hand in such immense quantities. 
"The lightning 
with 
its thunder 
crash seems to be the most powerful 
ami terrible thing in nature. 
There 
^ilways seems to be an abundance of 
this electrical element; and why not 
use it for various purposes? 
"Franklin certainly did draw down 
dectfpic fluid frdmthc clouds; why 
not make another draft? By the per­ 
fection of appliances there is 
no 
doubt in my mind that a constant and 
never-failing current may be obtain­ 
ed powerful 
enough 
to 
telegraph 
across the ocean, to decompose water 
for light (or use the electric current 
itself for light and for various me 
chanical purposes). 
And to this end 
I wish to write down some facts and 
ideas, hoping to add more and go fur 
ther until successful experiments are 
made nad the reality of this dream 
come to pass. 
“ In 1858, August 15, I wrote a lit 
tie paper, which I shall transcribe 
here: 
1 believe as soon as something 
can be found to bear the same rela 
tion to the earth that a wire does, a 
telegraphic communication can 
be 
made without a wire. 
W hat relation 
does a wire bear to the earth? 
T hat 
is a question to be settled, and one 
which I must write more about 
at 
another time; but it serves to con 
duct a distinct portion of fluid from 
point to point and so on. 
"A subdued form of statical elet 
tricity may be used for telegraphic 
purposes. 
Dynamic and electro-mag 
netie fluids are both used, but both 
are chemically or mechanically made 
Statical fluid resides abundanty in 
the atmosphere, and then a structure 
—say, of paints—placed in the air 
at perhaps cloud height, if of suf 
ficient amplitude, would be a never 


failing source of an abundant cur­ 
rent. 
This, then, may supersede the 
use of galvanic batteries for dyna­ 
mic and electro-magnetic machines 
for electro-magnetism; and a great 
abundance always obtained 
without 
any expense but for the 
original 
structure. 
“ Vs water, especially salt water, 
ami particularly a current of warm 
.«alt wati r, i« a good conducting med­ 
ium. a powerful current of atmos­ 
pheric electricity may be made 
to 
traverse such a path from shore 
to 
shore of the Atlantic Ocean. 
"The 
collecting 
apparatus, 
or 
points, may be stationed on the moun­ 
tains to save building 
high 
struc­ 
ture«, an ) thence conveyed on wires 
to the point of immediate use. 
And 
all along this conducting wire 
the 
fluid may be taken out and lists! for 
telegraphing and reinterred for fur- 
thre purposes. 
I am confident that 
some simple appaatus can be devised 
by which the atmospheric electricity 
can be collected." 
The rentier should not overlook the 
fact that the above ideas concerning 
wireless telegraphy were written by 
Dr. Ixxmiis exactly sixteen years be­ 
fore Mr. Marconi was born in Blog- 
na. Italy. April 25, 1874.

international rights continues.” 
The reference is. of courser to the 
application of the penalties and the 
implication is that the German Gov- 
rnment will demand the withdrawal 
of the troops from the newly occupied 
listricts under threat of breaking off 
diplomatic relations. 
It is 
rumored 
that the Cabinet has alr»*ady taken a 
decision to this effect un»ler pressure 
of the People’s party, but this could 
not be confirmed. 
The Stinnes group forms part of a 
coalition government, which is neces­ 
sarily weak because of being in a 
minority, the combination dependirg 
for its existence on the benevolent 
neutrality of the majority Socialists. 
By withdrawal, or even threat 
of 
withdrawal, the People’s party have 
it in its power to precipitate a first- 
class political crisis. 
Against their attacks and those of 
the Nationalists, I)r. Simons is 
al 
ready on the defensive. 
W’hen his 
last Lomk>n effort was criticised by 
the extremists in th»* Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee, the minister admit- 
te»l his offer of five years’ annuities 
on the Paris basis exceeded the Cabi- 
net’s instructions, but he justified his 
action* on the ground of Germany’s 
unfavorable position in th«* confer­ 
ence and the delegation's desire to do 
its uttermost to avoid a breakdown 
of negotiations.
